ADOPT NEW POLICY

tary officers failed to appear at 
the hearings and that the present 
regulations were considered too 
indefinite, the board adopted a 
new policy , declaring it would 
take no action against licensees 
unless specifically requested by 
the Army or Navy . 
George Reilly , San Francisco 
member, voiced a proposal that 
the various armed forces get to­ 
gether on liquor regulations after 
describing difficulties which he 
said resulted frpm different rules 
for soldiers and sailors. 
Soldiers can be served hard 
liquor between the hours of 6 
p.m. and 10 p.m. only , while 
sailors can stand up to the bar 
with civilians until the 2 a.m. 
closing hour and drink any thing 
they want. 
CAUSES FRICITION

CLEVELAND — W henev er 
and wherev er the old, y oung 
and intermediate m en who 
make baseball writing their 
business are thrown together 
in a strange eitv they inv ari­ 
ably spend their leisure hours 
talking “ shop.” They discuss 
this pitcher and that short­ 
stop and they heatedly belit­ 
tle or praise some particular 
team. 
The ex cursion of those itin­ 
erant Boswells to this bust­ 
ling, l ak e shore metropolis 
was no ex ception. There was 
only a slight change in the 
routine. 
In prev ious y ears, 
conserv ation w a s dominated 
by the New York Yankees. 
This season the team under 
the microscope was Brookly n 


and the question was “ do the 
Bums really rate their lead?” 
The facts of this ease are 
ev ident. As the major leagues 
resume play the Dodgers hold 
an i> 1 t game lead ox er St. 
Louis and a dozen games ov er 
Cincinnati. This margin is al­ 
most historic in an organiza­ 
tion famed for Its stretch bat­ 
tles. 
But the writers, while al­ 
most conceding the Dodgers 
the flag l» eeause of the lack 
of opposition, are all hut cer­ 
tain that the same National 
league kings will fall again 
into the pitfalls of the world 
series and that although they 
may he a good team for their 
circuit they are not a good 
team as good teams are judg­ 
ed. 
The lack of balance between 


the offense and the defense 
is the major argument the 
writers adv ance. But there is 
another reason, t o o, which 
must be recognized as the off­ 
spring of the theory that wish­ 
ing will make it so. 
For the 
19 42 Dodgers are to the writ­ 
ers perhaps the most unpopu­ 
lar team'of the last 20 y ears. 
T h i s unpopularity doesn’t 
stem from the bottom — it 
seeps down from abov e. 
The 
reporters hav e no fight with 
the play ers. But they do hav e 
a surprisingly 
bitter 
argu­ 
ment with the management, 
meaning MacPhail an d Leo 
(The Lip) 
Durocher. 
Both 
men are loud, arrogant and 
self-centered, and rapidly be­ 
coming much too unpleasant 
to liv e and work with. 
MacPhail is an unpredicta- 


ble sort. At times one of the 
most forth-right men in base­ 
ball, he is at other times giv ­ 
en to the sort of tantrums for 
which J unior Is soundly pum- 
meled with a razon strop. As 
for Durocher, he has become 
sort of a Napoleon of the Na­ 
tional league. If a writer is 
critical in the slightest sense, 
he finds the Brookly n club­ 
house barred. 
The number of sport writ­ 
ing friends now commanded 
hy the Brookly n club may be 
counted on the right hand of 
Three-Fingered Browm. 
The 
situation has become so criti­ 
cal that ev en the men who 
tabbed Brookly n as the Na­ 
tional league winner are sit­ 
ting back and summoning all 
the jinx es they ’v e ev er heard 
of. 


Barred dressing rooms and 
tantrum and egocentric poses 
are nov elties for a time—but 
only a short time. So today 
the univ ersal attitude of the 
writers is summoned In that 
old bromide—whatev er hap­ 
pens to Brookly n, let’s hope 
It is nothing triv ial. But wish­ 
ing doesn’t make it so, and 
the writers know this. 
You must giv e ev en* the 
dev il his due, and wjiether 
y ou like them or not y ou 
must giv e the Dodgers their 
due, too. The Dodgers don’t 
form a solid club and they 
are a bothersome lot to hav e 
as y our dally chore but they 
won’t slump to the point 
where they will blow the pen­ 
nant and although they are 
not great they ’ll do until the 
real thing comes along.

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IMPORTANCE OF AIR POWER 
Recognition of the vital importance of air 
-- power in the conduct of modem warfare continues 
to grow. 
The story told by General 
“Billy” 
Mitchell nearly 20 years ago and now being given 
new impetus by present-day aviation leaders was 
further bolstered in a I'nited Feature Syndicate 
article by Ma.ior A1 Williams. 
Major Williams’ record in one that entitles 
him to be heard on the subject of aerial war­ 
fare. Here are a few of his accomplishments as 
listed in Who’s Who: awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross, U. S. Navy, 19 35; a member of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers; lec­ 
turer at the University of Pittsburgh on aero­ 
nautical engineering; development of improve­ 
ments for combat planes and many others. He 
received his commission in the Marines Reserve 
in 1935. 
Some of the pertinent points made in the 
• article by Major Williams were: 
"Apparently, and it 
is being demonstrated 
every day, we are only beginning to juggle the 
uses of airpower, finding new tasks that can be 
and are daily being performed by air arms far 
more efficiently than any other arm could per­ 
form them. 
“It is only a few years ago that airplanes were 
regarded and used as the eyes of the army' and 
navy. Four or five years ago, every admiral and 
general at one time or another in his public 
speeches used that term in holding for the limi­ 
tations of airpower’s capacity. And this per­ 
sistence of the limits of the airplane in warfare 
was maintained in spite of the fact that a t the 
end of the last war air forces had demonstrated 
their direct ability to put out the eyes of the 
eyes, and, in addition, inflict serious military dam­ 
age on lines of communication—to say nothing of 
damaging the enemy’s production of munitions. 
First the ‘eyes of the army and navy.’ Then the 
‘eyes’ began to carry guns and put out the enemy’s 
‘eyes.’ This developed into what we know today 
as aerial fighting. 
“By this time the socalled ‘eyes’ had become 
sizable fists that began to punch the ground 
forces. Slowly but certainly these fists became 
huge irresistible clubs with which not only com­ 
bat forces but home economics were hammered 
and smashed. The picture becomes simpler when 
we regard the airplane in its true light, i.e., as a 
new kind of gun, and its destructive missiles as 
the shells of this new gun. 
“What new' uses can this new gun be put to? 
What new combinations of land, sea and air 
weapons are possible and effective? Have we seen 
the end of these changes in combinations and 
timing of their employments? Certainly not. 
for instance, a dive bomber force were dis- 
against an enemy artillery stronghold on 
n, and without the coordinated aid of 
artillery', the enemy antiaircraft gunners 
indeed play havoc with the incoming clay 
ns. But timed to a nicety with the termin- 
trtion of a heavy artillery' barrage against enemy 
big guns, the dive bombers are in position to let 
loose their eggs at the bottom of the attacking 
dive, and then you have an entirely different 
situation. 
“It is only a m atter of a very few minutes 
between the moment when the first enemy dive 
bomber is spotted and the delivery of the deadly 
eggs. In such an attack against warships and air- 
, . craft carriers, there are only these few minutes 
in which an air offense can be launched against 
the attack. If that air offense is late by half a 
minute—thirty seconds—and every enemy dive 
bomber is destroyed, the major objective of the 
enemy may well have been accomplished and the 
doom sealed of invaluable surface craft. 
“Timing is the essence of this hit-and-run war, 
and the combined forces which achieve it first will 
have an edge on victory-. There are enough ex ­ 
perts who know- what land and sea forces can 
and cannot do in the way of coordinated effort. 
Some day- the air force will command its 
own army, just as today the air forces operating 
over the sea virtually dominate the enemy fleet 
and can almost be said to command its own navy. 
\V ithout the air forces no army or navy can hope 
to operate successfully.”

Inasmuch as I believe one of the most 
portant things 
we can do and probably 
the 
important thing from the war’s standpoint is 
to 
have a well b^anced air force, I want to quote 
some from an article in the current 
issue of 
Harper’s, by William Sheehan under the heading 
of “Sky Trucks Coming”. 
Mr. Sheehan has been quite a student of avia­ 
tion. 
He is a lawyer; has worked in Lockheed 
Aircraft Corporation; worked independently 
in­ 
vestigating air freight problems; was cargo 
expert 
for the Pan-American Grace Airways. When Pan- 
American took over the former German air 
lines 
in Bolivia and Peru and Ecuador, Mr. 
Sheehan 
was closely connected with the operation. 
He has 
w-ritten numerous articles for the Journal 
of 
Air Law- and Commerce, American Aviation 
and 
other aeronautical journals. So while he 
is prob­ 
ably not as well qualified as Seversky, his w rit­ 
ings show- that he appreciates the growth 
and 
sees great possibilities in future air freight. 
He even tells about the English plan 
of con­ 
tracting for gliders to carry 500 gallons 
of gasoline 
to be used for refueling heavily loaded 
bombers 
after take-off. 
“The bombers would 
tow the 
motorless tankers aloft, take on the ex tra 
fuel, 
then release the glider which would return 
to its 
base.” This of course would enable the bombers 
to get off the ground with a heavier 
load of 
bombs than it would if it had this ex tra 500 gal­ 
lons of gas. 
He points out, as most everyone realizes, 
our 
great 
difficulty in getting things transported 
where W'e need them. He is of the opinion 
that 
if w-e had 15,000 sky trucks our transportation 
problem would be largely solved. 
I quote 
from 
his article: 
“We cannot win this w ar with bombers alone. 
Although the unmistakable trend in modern 
war­ 
fare places more and more emphasis upon 
fighting 
above rather than on the surface of the 
earth, 
it is nevertheless a fact that bombers by them­ 
selves are not going to win this war. We 
should 
not think that because our gigantic four-engined 
bomber production program will soon ex ceed 
the 
combined production of all our enemies 
we may 
complacently envision easy supremacy of the 
air 
and shall not have to seek new methods of 
using 
air power to greatest advantage. 
W hat is going to win this w’ar, in so far as 
air power is concerned, is a thoroughly modern 
and well-balanced Air Force. That means that, 
in addition to bombers and fighters, w’e need all 
the parachute-troop transports, sky ambulances, 
aerial tankers and freighters, aerial repair shops, 
camp kitchens, and other specialized service air­ 
craft that ingenious tacticians can find a use for. 
Our bomber program is well under wray and our 
overwhelming need now' is for planes in the non- 
combatant, heavy-load category. * * • 
W e are supplying our advanced air 
bases by 
means of eleven-knot cargo ships, which is as 
incongruous and shortsighted as it would 
be to 
try to maintain a modern mechanized column 
with 
ox carts and mules. 
“Lieutenant General Arnold, probably our best- 
informed person in the field of m ilitary aviation, 
has said that the ‘ultim ate’ in modem air warfare 
will be reached through parachute troops and air 
infantry. That makes the transport plane of top 
importance. For aerial soldiers and their equip­ 
ment are transported not in bombers, fighters, 
or torpedo planes, but in airplanes intended for 
carrying heavy’, bulky loads. Clearly the ‘ultim ate’ 
will be attained much sooner if we start giving 
proper attention to the glamourless but abso­ 
lutely essential sky truck.” 
In 1940, he says, w’e had six sky trucks. In 
1941, w’e probably had not more than 50 freight 
airplanes. 
They carried aircraft engines, 
pro­ 
pellers and other urgently needed supplies, to a 
total of 6,7 9 0,000 pounds, on routine runs between 
principal supply bases throughout the United 
States, Alaska and the Canal Zone.
